REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) 

With regard to the above-identified patent application, wherein Omnicare, Inc. is the applicant 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b) (the "Applicant") and Ralph F. Kalies is the inventor (the "Inventor"), 
this request for reconsideration is filed in response to the Office of Petitions notice of dismissal 
of petition mailed March 24, 2004 (copy enclosed), and is accompanied by: 

1) a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.63 executed by the undersigned, an attorney 
registered to practice before the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office; 

2) a Power of Attorney signed by an officer of Applicant, authorizing the 
undersigned to act on behalf of Applicant; 

3) an assignment from the Inventor to Applicant (the "Assignment") for 
"IMPROVED PRESCRIPTION DRUG CO-PAYMENT PLAN," subj ect of 
provisional patent application no. 60/392,066 (the "Invention"); and 

4) a Notice of Recordation Form Cover Sheet for the Assignment, for patent 
application no. 10/608,265, recorded at reel 014396, frame 0409. 
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I. Action Requested 

Reconsideration of the Petition filed by Applicant on November 24, 2003 is hereby made 
in the above-identified application. The Commissioner is kindly requested to: 

1) accord the above-identified application status under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b) as a "Filing 
When an Inventor Refuses to Sign or Cannot Be Reached;" and 

2) accept the accompanying executed declaration as fulfillment of the requirement under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.63 to submit an oath or declaration for the above-identified application and 
allow the application to pass to examination. 

II. Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. $ 1.63 

In accordance with MPEP § 409.03(b), "No Inventor Available:" 

1) The accompanying declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.63 was executed by the 
undersigned, an attorney registered to practice before the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office and authorized to sign on behalf of the Applicant; and 

2) an executed Power of Attorney authorizing the undersigned to act on behalf of 
Applicant is attached hereto as proof of the undersigned's authority to execute said 
Declaration. 

III. Right of Assignee-Applicant to Take Action 

In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 3.73, the Applicant offers as evidence of its right to take 
action on behalf of the Inventor a copy of the Assignment for the Invention, attached hereto, 
in which the Inventor assigned a 100% undivided interest in the Invention to Applicant. The 
Assignment is recorded in the Office at reel 014396, frame 0409. In the Assignment the 
Inventor further agreed to "execute all necessary and lawful future documents, including 
assignments in favor of Assignee ... in order to perfect title in said Invention, 
modifications, and improvements in said Invention, applications and letters Patent ..." 
Pursuant to his employment agreement with Applicant, the Inventor is also obligated to 
assign all patent rights in the Invention to the Applicant. 

Note: the change in title from "IMPROVED DRUG CO-PAYMENT PLAN" for 
provisional patent application no. 60/392,066 to "METHOD FOR CONDUCTING 
PRESCRIPTION DRUG CO-PAYMENT PLANS" for nonprovisional patent application 
no. 10/608,265, which claims the benefit of said provisional patent application, does not 
represent any change in the scope of the Invention. Rather, the title was changed to more 
clearly describe the subject of the application. 
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IV. Necessity of Filing Application and Proof of Irreparable Damage 



In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b), the Applicant hereby states that the filing date of 
the above-identified patent application is necessary to preserve the rights of the parties 
identified herein with regard to the Invention. Given the above circumstances, 
submission of the present Petition is believed to be the only course of action which will 
enable the application to proceed. Further, if the application is not allowed to proceed, 
Applicant will suffer irreparable damage due to the loss of the claim for priority for the 
Invention established under 35 U.S.C. § 120 with provisional patent application number 
60/392,066. 

V. Conclusion 

In accordance with the Office of Petitions notice of dismissal of petition mailed March 
24, 2004, Applicant has attached to this request for reconsideration an executed 
declaration in compliance with 35 USC §§115 and 116, and has supplied a statement that 
a filing date is necessary to preserve the rights of the parties and prevent irreparable 
damage. Applicant has not provided proof that the non-signing inventor refuses to sign 
the oath or declaration, a statement of last-known address of the non-signing inventor, 
and proof of proprietary interest, as this information was provided with the Petition filed 
by Applicant on November 24, 2003. Since these items were not noted as being deficient 
in the Office of Petitions notice of dismissal of petition, Applicant concludes that the 
information previously provided is sufficient to satisfy these requirements of 37 CFR 
1.47(b).

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b) requires: 

(1) proof that the non-signing inventor cannot be reached or refuses to sign the 
oath or declaration after having been presented with the application papers 
(specification, claims and drawings);
